Cincinnati, O.. Oct.ilier 14. — With the loeal infln- 
enxa situation showing constant improvement the 
prospect* for the ..piling «f the I^itonia Jockey 
CluVs meeting Thursday appear promising. Since 
the aniiouitcenient from CoInmtMis that the Ohio 
State Board of ilcaltli had lift el tlie ban against 
outdoor gatherings it is not. expected that the 
Kentucky health authorities will interpose any ob- 
jection to residents of Ohio erossintc the river for the 
pur|»ose of s|>eiidiiig an hour or two in the open air 
enjoy ing what is conceded to lie a health -promoting 
sjiort under the ideal comlitions prevailing at 
Latonia. 

Everything is in complete readiness at the track 
for the launch ini; of the ineetim;. The track dried 
out rapidly yesterday anil showed little effects of 
the drenching to which it was subjected at the end 
of last week. It will Is- faster than ever. There 
was not much fast work yesterday, most owners 
evidently planning to shape up for real trials of their 
horses tomorrow, naturally the “work” day for 
horses that arc intended for a racing ilehut on 
Thursday. 

There was a diminution of training activities at 
laitonin Saturday as a natural result of the heavy 
rain Friday which transformed the track into a 
muddy condition. The soaking rain was just what 
Track Superintendent Xolte hail I icon praying for to 
put the course into tiie highest state of fierfection 
for the aliening of the Latonia meeting on Thursday 
next. The horses were kept off the inner part, of 
the track and what work-out* took place were 
confined to the outer sections of the course. 

Practically all of the* thoroughbreds quartered 
at the track are in such prime condition for racing 
that the interruption of training on account of the 
rain will work no hardship on any of them. The 
horsemen believe that if no more rain falls the 
going will he fast by Tuesday. The rain is ex- 
lieeted to settle the new top soil with which the 
track was dressed during the summer, with the re- 
sult that the course will he faster than ever when 
it has thoroughly dried out. 

JOCKEYS EXERCISING HORSES. 

Most of the jockeys who are to participate in the 
racing at Latonia are keeping in condition during 
the interim before the opening of the meeting on 
Thursday next by galloping horses. Tile scarcity 
of com|ietent stable help has created a greater de- 
mand for the services of the jockeys in exercising 
horses than when labor conditions were normal and 
help plentiful.

Muse Goldlilatt. who has trained Jefferson Liv- 
ingston’s big racing establishment for several years, 
lias just turned over to J. AlcCaully the division 
of the stable which he brought to Kentucky at the 
close of the Saratoga meeting. McCauIl.v, who has 
beeu training a horse or two of his own. will in 
future train the western division of the Livingston 
stable, while Goldblatt will confine his attentions 
tit the training ami racing of a small but select 
string of his own. He already has Tumbler, a cast- 
off of the Whitney stable with which lie won a race 
at Islington last mouth; the useful two-year-old 
pocod, and another two-year-old. Legator. It is his 
intention to increase this string to some seven or 
eight horses of good class. In pursuance of that 
jMilicy he today asked J. B. Kes|iess to set a price 
on the inilieateii Last. Coin. But Mr. Respcss. desirous 
of retaining Iaist Coin for service at his Highland 
Farm stud near Erlanger. Ky., replied that the un- 
defeated son of ritiiuu* and Half Crown is not for 
sale. 

A1 Austin was an arrival from Lexington at La- 
tonia with three horses, Elizalieth II., Schemer and 
Tito. He recently sold the last named to a new- 
comer on the turf, W. E. Dexter, for whom he will 
continue to train the horse. Before leaving Lex- 
ington he turned out Jim Hefferiug and Marauder 
for the winter months. The latter broke down in 
training just when his trainer expected him to show 
n return of the good form that marked his racing 
in Cuba last winter.

The Metropolitan Joekey Cluh’s fall meeting at Jamaiea was one of the most s|iei-tut-ulur ever 
held on tlie Long Island tracks at this season of tin* year. Spectacular la-cause of the most wonderful 
Liberty Lav drive held anywhere. Beginning with a modest quota of $300,000, which was reached the 
second day. each succeeding day saw the amount soar upward until the million mark was reached and 
passed, the grand total being over a million and a half. No greater and more enduring monument to the 
patriotism and liberality of the Ameriean turf could lie conceived nr ereeted. The raring at Jamaiea lie- 
gan Septemlier 30 and eame to an end October 12. embracing twelve racing days, during which time 
seventy- two races were derided and $68,084 distributed in stakes and purses. The daily average distri- 
bution amounted to $5,673. The daily attendance was of generous pro|mrtiiuis ami the biggest crowd of 
the fall season witnessed the sport on the closing day of the meeting.

Big Attendance Sees Opening 

Day’s Sport at Yonkers Track.

Field Day for R. L. Bresler and 
Jockey Ensor — Liberty Loan 
Drive Continues. 



New York, October 14. — Ideal autumn weather 
prevailed for the return of the thoroughbred to the 
lsipuhir Yonkers course and an exceedingly gis'il 
attendance responded. 

The truck proper was never better anil several 
times during tile day records were threatened. W;.r 
times’ effect lM-came apparent when the card was 
found riddled with scratches. Transportation from 
the Long Island course* has been by motor van 
and the gasless Sunday forliaile their movement. 
During the day over two hundred horses were de- 
livered by the motor service, and it is safe to say 
that Yonkers henceforth will provide larger fields. 

The day’s program opened with the introduction of 
lion. Wm. J. Wallin, mayor of Yonkers, who bade 
tin* visitors welcome in the name of his city. He 
spike of the friendship that Yonkers had formed 
for racing and reminded them of the necessity for 
Yonkers holding its proud name in its Liberty Loan 
quota, which has fallen behind. He then subscribed 
$5,000 in his own name. Sheriff Wisenhnrger of 
Westchester t’onnty took $2,000 worth. Pity Comp- 
troller Lynch a like amount. William Atkinson con- 
tinued his good work with a $5,000 pledge, while 
General Manager <’. J. Fitz Gerald took a $1.01*1 
bond. 

Fred Gay. Thomas O’Brien. Albert Simons, John 
Sullivan and Peter Amman tisik $1,000 each. E. K. 
Ryan, the voluble spokesman of the committee, 
strengthened his already large accumulation with 
$2,000 more. With the smaller amounts the day’s 
total was brought to $35,500. 

It was a field day for Mrs. K. L. Bresler and 
jockey Ensor, the combination winning the first 
three races and finishing a close second in the 
fourth. 

The Bresler- Ensor combination started with Sher- 
man A. ’s easy victory in the opening dash. Joe 
Marrone bid the winner to $1,600 at which figure 
he was retained. Tlie winner is a half-brother to 
Back Bay. the consistent sprinter. 

Ultima Thule and Hank O’Day were the other 
Bresler horses to win. Ultima Thule beat the 
Quincy Stable’s speedy Star Spangled, which hail 
won three races during the Jamaica meeting. Ultima 
Thule outran Star Spangled from start to finish 
and was never in danger. Hank O’Day took old 
Stromlsili’s measure in real raee horse fashion. 
After early restraint he moved up on the far turn, 
joined Strom boll in the stre‘ch. and in a terrific 
closing drive outgamed the former Belmont star 
to get the decision by a neck. 

STAKE FEATURE TO NATURALIST. 

Naturalist, under Fairbrother’s powerful finish, 
captured the Kingsbridge Handicap, the stake fea- 
ture. from Jock Scot, the only Bresler candidate 
to lose. Jock Scot, was only beaten in the last 
stride. Out the Way returned to racing with all 
his spool, but con lil not successfully carry it 
through. High Cost was eliminated by being bunipol 
at the start. He was never able to recover his 
stride afterwards. 

Andrew Miller’s French-bred colt, Snaplragon II., 
raced Everest into defeat in the last seventy yards 
of the fifth to win drawing clear. Paddy Dear was 
backed into favoritism in this race, hut excessive 
use in early pai-cma king left him unable to cop* 
with Snaplragon II. and Everest when the real 
racing began. 

Jockey Ensor finished an eventful day by landing 
his fourth winner in tin* closing dash, bringing home 
Tableau d’Hnnneiir an easy victor -over Delaware. 

James Butler, president of the Empire City Rac- 
ing Association, announced today that one purse 
would he paid each day ill Liberty Loan Bonds, as 
has lieeu dime at Jamaica. This means not only a 
subscription of $7. otto for this purpose, but it means 
a stimulus to the drive which cannot be overesti- 
mated. 

C. J. Fitz Gerald, manager of the Empire City 
meeting, has pieked nut the Liberty Bond purses 
for the week, as follows: First day, third race.

SADDLE RECORD OF JOCKEY W. ALLEN 

Jockey W. Allen, who took his own life last 
Wednesday, was one of the foremost steeplechase 
riders of this country for the past ten years. Allen 
was born in Decatur. 111., and was about 29 years 
old. He began his turf career as an exercise boy 
for Stanley Kunz of Chicago, and later rode on the 
flat for T. P. Hayes of Lexington, Ky. But Allen 
was best known as a steeplechase rider, taking up 
that branch of the sport in 1908 . Altogether he 
has liad 595 mounts in races through the field, 
quite a record in itself, and lias ridden 161 winners 
and won over $100. 000 in stakes and purses. Allen 
was the leading steeplechase rider of the country 
for three-years, 1912, 1913 and 1914. His splendid 
saddle record is here shown in the following table:

WAR TIME RACING IN GERMANY 

A Tisitor to the Grunewald, Berlin, race track 
last summer while the great war was at its height 
thus describes what he saw: 

“Probably 20.000 persons were at Grunewald that 
Suaday afternoon. This was just an average Sun- 
day attendance. 

“The crowds hugged the betting sheds in a mad 
endeavor to place anywhere from 10 to 100 marks on 
a race. Probably few of them saw the start or 
finish of a race. The lines of frenzied bettors, men 
and women, young and old, prosperous looking and 
otherwise, who crowded each other in to buy tickets 
presented a spectacle far more interesting than the 
race itself. 

“The pari-mutuel system of betting obtains at 
Grunewald. as at all German tracks. The state 
takes 15 per cent of the money paid in. 

“I was told that as much as $435,000 went into 
the mutuel machines each Sunday. In peace years 
it was declared the betting record was about $175.- 

000 on a single race such as the German Derby at 
Hamburg. Long shots randy won.”

CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF

Billy Kelly’s race Saturday apparently indicates 
that the champion two-year-old of the year is 
beginning to show the strain of his strenuous 
campaign. 

For the first time in four years John Miller’s 
colors flashed home in front in the fifth race at 
Jamaica Saturday. They were borne to victory 
by Asterisk, a bay gelding by Astronomer — Helen 
O. C. 

Itoamer’s greatness does not desert him in defeat. 
Saturday at Jamaica when Star Master challenged 
and gained with every bound, the courageous old 
Roamer would not quit. Schuttinger hit him several 
times with the whip and each crack made the old 
gelding bound forward. On he fought as courageous- 
ly and tenaciously as any bulldog, and it was not 
until the last stride that Taplin managed to land 
Star Master a small margin in front of him. 

Lively, the crippled chestnut gelding owned by 
M. Kornblum, a New York butcher, scored another 
victory in the first race at Jamaica Saturday. 
Paul Fox, his trainer, has worked wonders with 
him. Since he came out of the James Butler stable 
for $100 Fox has started him a half dozen times, 
nnd only once was he outside of the money. Satur- 
day he was better than ever. He took the lead 
as soon as the barrier was released and dashed 
along at the head of a big field of selling platers 
and was never headed. He won by a length from 
Intriguer. 

Lucullite’s great race Saturday at Jamaica was a 
surprise. Not because he won but the manner in 
which he accomplished his task. He was the fa- 
vorite and was expected to win, but few if any of 
the host of race-goers present believed he would 
hang up a new track record. Early in his juvenile 
year he was considered a champion, but he went 
wrong in the middle of the year and was retired. 
This year he competed in a few races, but failed 
to show any startling speed or stamina and re- 
cently his entry attracted little or no attention. 
In his last start lie was “sore” and showed little 
speed. Saturday he was as fit as a fiddle. He 
buck jumped in the parade and acted like u 
yearling at the post. When the barrier went up 
lie was not in a position to begin and did not get 
away until Bill McCloy and Arnold were several 
lengths ahead of him. But he got down to racing 
quickly and before an eighth of a mile had been 
covered he was in front. Once in command he sped 
along at a terrific pace and increased his lead with 
every stride, until at the end he was eased up four 
lengths ahead of Arnold.

ANSWERS TO QUERIES. 

L. E. H., Rockford, 111. One backing the Mc- 
Lean entry had a draw when no McLean horses 
started. Properly the coupled entry was the “Mc- 
Lean and Folly Farm Stable entry,” Kathleen be- 
longing to the Folly Farm Stable. 

H. Z., Chicago, 111. A statement that a horse 
lias “gone amiss and had to be turned out” means 
either that it lias fallen sick or become lame, thus 
requiring retirement from racing for treatment. 
“Hopelessly amiss” means that it has been so crip- 
pled that it can race no more. 

P. O’M., Windsor, Ont. A place parlay of Oc- 
tober 10 on Whimsy, Torelibearer, Irish Maid and 
Bellringer would have won had Whimsy and Torch- 
bearer ran first and second in the race in which it 
happened both started. The calculation would have 
been on Whimsy at 2 to 5, Torelibearer 7 to 10 
and Bellringer 11 to 10, Irish Maid having been 
scratched. 

R. T., Hamilton. O. Local custom governs the 
matter. This newspaiier lias advanced the opinion 
that when a field horse wins or runs to a place all 
the other field horses in the race win accordingly. 
But in many localities layers will only pay on 
such field horses as runs to the place for which they 
have been backed. Had White Slipper won. the field 
tickets would have paid the same as they did when 
Saint’s Bridge won. 

F. W., New Orleans, La. It is no infrequent 
thing that a backer backs several horses to win 
the same race. If one of them does win he is paid 
on that one and loses on the other or others. In 
the euse of The Porter being backed without naming 
the race, on the day he was entered in three 
races, the wager would attach to him in whichever 
of the three he started in. Haring backed Omar 
Khayyam to win the race in which The Porter 
actually did start brought about a situation in 
which the backer had two horses running for him. 
In the result he wou on The Porter aud lost on 
Omar Khayyam. 



Lord Derby has been a rare visitor to a race 
course since the war began, but his patronage of 
the turf and interest in racing remain unabated. 
During his brief visit to England recently he found 
time for a flying trip to Newmarket, and while 
Phalaris was winning the Lanwades Plate his 
owner was inspecting his horses in training at 
Stanley House or his mngnifleent breeding stud 
hard by, and equally interested in both establish- 
ments is his daughter. Lady Victoria Primrose ; 
but Lord Stanley, being on active service, is de- 
barred from taking any active part in the sport. 
During the current season Lord Derby has won 
seven races, and stunds third on the list of win- 
ning owners and second to Lady James Douglas 
among successful breeders, his principal wilier 
being Ferry with the One Thousand. Kerry is 
one of the early progeny of Swynford, and. like 
most of his stock, is distinguished by groat size 
and power. She was too overgrown to do herself 
Justice as a two-year-old, but was considered 
sufficiently promising to be entered for the “Derby” 
and "Oaks.” 

ABOUT FERRY AND PHALARIS. 

The filly created a surprise by winning the 
Guineas easily, starting at 50 to 1, but she failed 
in tlie Oaks, and in the meanwhile the big daughter 
of Gondolette gave a disappointing exhibition in 
the Newmarket Stakes, but I anticipate more than 
ordinary improvement in a filly bred like this, and 
think she will give a good account of herself. In 
the meantime she is making satisfactory progress in 
her preparation, though I believe it is admitted 
that she was not as good as her unfortunate stable- 
mate, Stony Ford. Phalaris has done by far the 
best for the Knowsley black and white, and I 
question whether the gigantic son of Bromtis is not 
a better horse this year than ever before. Pre- 
sumably he will be retired to the stud at the end 
of the year, and as a son of Polymelus, apart from 
his record on the turf, his success seems assured. 
Ilis younger relative, Hainault, by Swynford, may 
not possess his speed, but is better endowed as re- 
gards stamina. Not that he cannot go fast, for we 
saw him run Grand Fleet to a head at even weights 
over the Bretby Stakes course in the spring. Over 
a mile and a half he did a fine performance in 
winning the Stockton Handicap and was dreadfully 
hampered in the Manchester Cup when third to By 
Jingo and Planet, but he could not have beaten the 
winner, which won running away by eight lengths. 

THE TWO-YEAR-OLDS AND YEARLINGS. 

Morillo is Lord Derby’s only winning two-year- 
old so far this season, and is a first foal, as is the 
colt br Chaucer — Glorvina (sister to Craganour), 
which lias not yet run. I remember him in the 
early spring as a stoutly framed youngster of fair 
size and racing-like, though somewhat lacking in 
scope, and hardly striking one as likely to roach the 
first class, but he is a fine mover, and has, I be- 
lieve, done well in several test gallons. Another 
fine yearling was Cavan, a dark bay colt by Sted- 
fast — The Tylt, a well-grown, sober-minded young- 
ster that looked all over like racing, but I have 
heard nothing of him since, nor of the beautiful 
filly by Polymelus — Glacier, an unlucky young mare 
which has been barren three out of four seasons 
and again this year. There are thirteen yearlings 
at the stud, and those most favored in the paddocks 
are a chestnut colt by Neil Gow — The Tabard, an- 
other by Polymelus — Keystone II., and a filly of 
the same color by Swynford — Anchora. Besides 

these there are colts by Harry of Hereford — Assur- 
ance. — Glorvina, and — Altear; by Coreyra — Doro- 
thea, and by Swynford — Marelietta. The fillies are 
by Harry of Hereford— Silver Horn, — Spenn Bridge, 
— Hair Trigger II., and — Glacier, and by Spear- 
mint — Wife of Bath. It is cleur that Lord Derby 
thinks highly of the brother of Swynford. — "Vigi- 
lant” in London Sportsman.

• Why is Kentucky tin* horse state V” writes John 
R. McMahon in the latest issue of the Country 
Cent) email. “Because Nature made it one great pas- 
ture lot. l.useious blue grass grows sjxintnneniisly on 
the rolling slopes and uplands underlaid with lime- 
stone and phosphate rock. Because, too. of an 
equable climate. Also because the limewiiter imparts 
strength to the I winy structure. 

•• *But you mustn't believe that,’ an English 
breeder told me. The horses must get rain water 
to drink. The real secret of Kentucky’s equine 
pre-eminence is tin* iiard soil under the turf. Hard 
ground spreads tin- hoofs and makes the horse. It’s 
lb** one thing England lacks.’ 

•'Of course then* are a multitude of other theories 
au<| on** axiom that r* , f**rs to the men behind 
tin* horses. 

•There is usually a horse issin* *»f more or l**ss 
size in tin- Blue Crass State. Just now there is a 
burning issue that throws every question except 
:ii** war in tin* shaile. Aeiordiug to some folk it 
s|i ikes at till* exist**u**e of tin* breeding industry, 
llir.*ati*iis tin* prosperity of Kentucky and imperils 
lb** military interests of tin* nation. 

"la a word, an army of reformers is deploying 
against the horse. They claim to have good inten- 
tions toward tiie animal. That’s tin* trouble, reply 
tin* others. The reformers would make the horse a 
mere animal. They would have tin* well bred friend 
of man r**vert comparatively to the state of the 
Eoioppus. or whatever puny creature was ns**<l in 
tin* stieet eleauiug ilepartment of the cave men. 

"In tin* sudden revival of the war of movement, 
v. !:< n motor trucks, mules and airplanes cannot cope 
with ail situations, there is g call for cavalry. 

KENTUCKY'S RECENT "REFORMERS." 

••Tin* riu-ent Kentucky reformers were not making 
hi mil headway in the anti-racing crusade when, 
early this summer, a powerful recruit entered their 
ranks, litis was no less a figure than Gen. W. B. 
Ha ideniau, a member of the State Racing Commis- 
sion ami part owner of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal. Hi* announce*! that while he was personally 
f..ii*l of racing li<* believed that in deference to pub- 
lic opinion it woulil lx* wise to discontinue racing for 
tin* period of the war. The horsemen of the state 
would nullify the g.xxl effect of their $300,000 enu- 
trihution to tin* Red Cross, saiil tin* general, if they 
insisteil on their legal right to hold race meetings 
is fall. Apparently General Ilaldemun stands 
alone in bis attitude among the members of the rac- 
ing commission. 

" They ar** racing in France. Germany ami in the 
*ast.' declares Chairman .1. X. Camden of the racing 
commission, ■and I sie in* reason why racing in 
Kentucky should In* discontinued.’ 

"Germany had Ids days of racing last year, ii 
is stated, and will have about the same minils-i* 
tins year. At track meetings hold last spring near 
Berlin, over $400,000 in prizes were given. There 
must 1m* a reason why the sore-pressed, efficient 
Him permits and patronizes these speed contests. 
Likewise iu the case of Austria, France and Spain. 

"Saiil John E. Madden, breeder, of Lexington and 
New York: 

" 'England. France, Russia and Italy will look to 
ns Jo replenish their breeding farms after the war. 
Racing is necessary to breeding, and if stopped 
now in America the whole world will suffer. Our 
War Department has established stations at Fort 
Sill. Oklahoma, and Fort Keogh, Montana, where 
seme 1 .."am mares are to he mated with thoroughbred 
sires. 

THE ARGUMENT FOR RACING. 

“ ‘These stations will serve as nurseries where the 
seed will lie kept alive, but I think that every 
farmer in tin* land should he a breeder of cavalry 
remounts for 1'nele Sam. Army officials tell me 
ilii.t they will m*ed the remount for fifty years. 
Ibiciurageineiit to the farmer is a fundamental in 
this connect ion. Give him a profit anil note the 
• rtger response to the call for a ! letter type of 
light horse. If we don't make it wortli while now 
it will take twenty years to re-establish tin* light 
her SI* ini the farms of America. Let the Federal 
authorities supply tin- stallions, along with an in- 
creased price for the rough product, and the farmer 
will do the rest. Racing tests, as always, should 
he the medium of development for the sires." 

"Major August Belmont, who lias contributed tliir- 
tien thoroughbred stallions to the Government breed- 
ing scrvi<*e, said: 

“ "Kentucky is doing a great injury to a great in- 
stitution in even talking alxiut curtailing these 
u*s;s. It is no time for such talk, with the Govern- 
ment of the United States scouring tie.* country for 
suitable stallions — horses which have won a right to 
repnalnci* themselves by their courage and stamina 
in racing tests— in order that we may have an 
abundant supply of proper war horse material.’ 

“Col. John S. Fair, who is head of the War 
Department's remount office at Washington, is 
quoted as an ardent champion of racing. He sug- 
gested race track events in which army officers 
and men should Im* contestants. The scarcity of 
light horses for cavalry use was discovered only 
wln*n this country entered the war. according to 
4 "obmel Fair, who continued: 

•• •The only light horse families that have lieen 
produced systematically in tin* United States for a 
-jM-l ific puriM.se are the thoroughbred and the stand- 
ard -bred trotters, and these have been di*velo|M*d 
for raring purimses. It is fortunate for tiiis coun- 
try that this should have 1m*cii done, as these ani- 
mals fill nisli an admirable foundation upon which 
to build «ur war horse structure. Both have ls*eii 
brought to their high state of |M*rfeetioii through 
lire* -ding and racing tests, and in tin* process of 
evolution through which they have passed tin* weak 
have fallen by the wayside. 

ENGLAND IS WAKING UP. 

“ 4 Df the foreign nations now at war, England 
Was tin* only country that had not a well-grounded 
plan for cavalry remount production. Her troopers 
were horsed largely from the race course and the 
limiting field. 1 inlay she has hep own breeding 
studs under the control of an export. The sires 
Which are expected to keep up tin* high standard of 
ex<*ellen<*e must prove their right to reproduce them- 
selves. They are losted for speed, courage, sound- 
ness and bottom. 

** Early ia the war. when Russia made her great 
offensive and penetrated East Prussia, the announce- 
ment was made that Germany deplored the loss 
of JJO.OOO choice mares from one of iis most famous 
breeding studs more than any other misfortune con- 
nected with the campaign. Such a number of the 
projMir type of mare would Is- invaluable to us to- 
day. 1o Germany, whose horse wastage is greater 



than that of tiny other country, they would bo 
priceless. 

“ ‘There seems to lie an idea in some portions of 
the United States.’ continued Colonel Fair, ’that 
mares cannot he worked- prior to motherhood and 
for some time after the foals have been Inirn. Visi- 
tors to France and England find colts following 
their dams about tin* fields as the matrons help till 
the soil or garner the harvest. Moderate work is 
beneficial for mother and offspring. Another matter 
on which the farmer should lx* enlightened is that 
breeding operations may be carried into the au- 
tumn. when most of tin* year’s work has been con- 
cluded. The breeding of cavalry remounts is a 
matter of patriotic endeavor, and every man who 
lias a mare of tiie proper type should regard it as a 
duty to male her this year.’ 

MORE EXCLUSIVE THAN FOUR HUNDRED. 

“Reformers are hard people to argue with. One 
of them at Lexington said to me: . r 

“ ‘Racing is a test so as to permit the reproduc- 
tion of the lx*st, eh? How about a race won by a 
gelding ?’ 

“But the reformer admitted that the major con- 
tests are open only to entire horses. 

“A horseman gave me this balanced view: 

“ ‘Yes, racing has parasitic scalawag features 
which might lx* reduced, if uot eliminated. A race 
track gambler is often a low critter who links up 
with the underworld of vice and crime. Racing and 
Ixi.ving have acquired degenrate growths since the 
days of the Olympian games, when they were tests 
of a nat km’s manhood. Those sports and tests 
should not be aliolisliod, hut they should lx* cleaned 
up. We need them, never more than today, when 
the world issues are lx*ing decided, in outdoor con- 
tests of brawn and nerve. 

“ ‘What is a thoroughbred? To the reformer— 
and to most of the public — lie is the same as a 
deck of cards or a roulette wheel; that is. a gamb- 
ling implement. Actually he is a horse whose se- 
lected lineage runs hack to one of the three Arab 
or Barb stallions which iu the eighteenth century 
founded England’s and tin* world’s present stock of 
incomparable light horses. There are forty families 
in the thoroughbred list. It is much more exclusive 
than the human Four Hundred. The test* of -admis- 
sion is not just ancestry — lint ancestry that has 
made good in flit* fierce battles for spied supremacy. 
Show ine a man whose ancestors for 200 years have 
lieen hand picked to develop the best traits of 
mind and body. If you could you would not sug- 
gest that all the labor of selection was thrown 
away. 

WHY THOROUGHBRED IS SUPERIOR. 

“ ‘Dissect a throughbred post -mortem, ami you find 
his bones are different — harder, and closer textured 
than those of other horses. Something of quality 
can lx* seen in the uppearun<*e of an animal. The 
filial test of physical make-up and of those in- 
tangible merits of nerve and courage that escape 
measurement with a tapeline is found in 'perform- 
ance on the race track. Maybe for military purposes 
a competitive performance on tiie actual battle line 
would lx* lx*tter. But how would you arrange that? 
Under what conditions? And how many generations 
of war eomiietition would it take to establish a breed 
with a record and ancestry like that of the thor- 
oughbred ?’ 

“The Kentucky racing commission three years 
ago donated a number of thoroughbred stallions 
to hi* distributed in the outlying sections of the 
state for the improvement* of common horse stock. 
Tiie Kentucky State University at Lexington, through 
its department of animal husbandry, is custodian 
of the stallions and supervises their use. Prof. J. 
J. Hooix-r. who is immediately in charge of the 
work, told me there were twelve stallions distributed 
through the state and that each would serve about 
| forty mares this season. A nominal fee of five 
dollars is charged for service that has a market 
value up to $300. As a further stimulus to this 
improvement work, prizes totaling $50 are given 
in each district where there is a thoroughbred sire 
for tiie host of his colts shown at a county fair or 
J some designated place. Alt expert of the state 
university acts as judge and seizes the occasion 
to give an all-round talk on hotter horses. 

KENTUCKY AND ITS TRACKS. 

“Kentucky lias four tracks at which running races 
are held. The oldest, at Lexington, has been iu 
practically continuous operation since 1826. Churchill 
Downs, at Louisville, has been going for almost half 
a century. Douglas Park .is a newer track at 
Louisville, and there is the Latonia track near Cin- 
cinnati. The tracks race on an average of 100 days 
a year and pay a revenue to the state of $500 a 
day. 

"How about Kentucky’s actual contribution of 
horses to the war? On this point I talked with 
T. S. llurbison, the veteran dealer of Lexington. 
He lias two sons who are commissioned officers at 
the front. His firm has sold most of the horses 
sent out of the state for military purposes since 
1914. He figures the total round 2(5,000. 

“ ‘The English were the first buyers,’ said Mr. 
Harliison. They began iu the fall of 1914 and 
kept buying through 1815. The English, French 
and. to a less degree, the Italians bought altogether 
alxiut 11,000 horses anil 10,000 mules. The allies 
stopiieil purchasing when tiie United States entered 
the war. 

“ ‘Our government, in the nine months up to last 
March, tix.k 15.000 horses and 11.000 mules from 
Kentucky. Ninety per cent of the horses were of the 
cavalry type, which is easy to define hut mighty 
hard to get. I don’t know of any horse statistics for 
the state, but I am sure there lias been a depletion 
"f tiie stock. For one thing the automobile lias 
limited breeding. In hundreds of eases I know a 
man sold the only horse lie had and figured on 
buying an auto. 

" ‘Government prices have lieen too low to en- 
courage farmers to breed horses. On the other hand, 
if it hadn’t been for the war demand, horses would 
not lx* worth a dollar a dozen. The English paid 
$210 for artillery horses and $185 for cavalr.v 
liorses, while the French gave $165 for artillery 
and $1541 for cavalry horses. The United States’ 
price was $1941 for artillery and $165 for cnvulry 
Ixtrses. The Allies paid an average of $175 f or 
inuli s. while the United States paid $200 for mules. 

THE SORT OF HORSES NEEDED. 

“ ‘A light artillery horse stands 15.1 to 16.1 hands 
and weighs 1,100 to 1.300 pounds. A cavalry horse 
stands fifteen to sixteen hands and weighs 950 to 
1*100 jHiunds. Then* are some, queer results of 
army horse specifications. A six-year-ol.1 man* 
was rejected by tin* inspectors because she was too 
light, uot worth even $105, and she was sold a

few months later to private parties for $900. Of 
course a thoroughbred horse that holds his head up is 
of no use to tiie cavalryman, who wants to swing a 
sabre right across the front of his mount. A horse 
with a droop to his neck gives tiie proper clear- 
ance. Cavalrymen require just a strong animal 
with a good digestion, able to stand up under hard 
work. 

“ ‘At the same time a thoroughbred stallion crossed 
on a plain mare gives the ideal cavalry type, 
Tiie army men agree on this. And in order to keep 
up the thoroughbred iu this state — the breeding cen- 
ter of tiie United States — racing must be continued. 
It’s the test. Incidentally, in Kentucky the race 
track is what the theater, movie and concert are 
to the people who live iu cities. 

“ ‘Evervthing seems to he working against the 
horse, including the automobile, the low price for 
horses and high prices for cereals and tobacco. Blue 
grass pasture is being plowed up and. put into wheat 
and tobacco. So far the United States government 
has not transported horses abroad to any extent, 
which is likely why it stopped buying in this sec- 
tion early this spring. They bad enough for the 
time. 1 expect there will be a renewed ilemniiil 
for war horses later. ” 

SENATOR CAMDEN’S OPINION. 

“Senator Camden talked with me at length on 
the idiosyncrasies of the thoroughbred, tiie useful- 
ness of the race track in sifting the intangible 
virtues, and the value of thoroughbred blood for 
tiie Improvement of ‘cold-blooded’ horses. 

“ ‘When I purchased Mazagan in England a few 
year ago,’ he said, *1 was interested to see his 
sire, Martagon. which had raced five years ami 
then retired sound in wind nu<l limb. 1 1 is owner, 
Douglas Baird, told me he had refused an offer of 
$100,600 for this animal front the German govern- 
ment. It was the desire of the German govern- 
ment. to cross Martagon on cold-bloixicd mart's for 
tin* improvement of cavalry remounts. About the 
same time tiie Russian government Ixiught Galtee 
More, half brother of Ard Patrick, for $125,000 in 
order to improve the eold-blootled horses of that 
country. 

“ ‘As 1 said in an address some time ago,’ con- 



tinuetl Senator Camden, ‘few realize the ineretlible 
amount of patient labor, intelligent study and the 
billions of money used in the past 400 years to 
develop the modem thoroughbred. As the race 
course was inilispcnsable in the process of creati*>n, 
so it is equally n**edetl now to k**ep the bri*ed from 
deteriorating. It is the crucible where all defects 
of shape, constitution, faint courage and infirmities 
of temper are search***! out and only the best sur- 
vive. 

“ ’The deceased Count Lehndorrf. who was head 
of tiie imperial stud of Germany and the foremost 
European authority of his time, paid a remarkable 
tribute to the thoroughbred as created by means 
of the English race track. He spoke of “the only 
appropriate test, proved by the experience of two 
centuries . . . the absolute anil blind justice, 

personified in tiie inflexible winning (x>st. ... 
the irrefutable certainty that neither 'fashion nor 
fancy, neither favor nor hatred, lias biased the 
derision of hotly contested struggles, ns recorded 
in the Racing Calendar for the since of 170 years.” 
This it is that gives to the English thoroughbred 
horse a value for breeding pur|M>scs unequaled and 
looked for in vain in any other species of animal 
creation.’ ’’

TURF NOTES FROM LANDS ABROAD FUTURE STAKE DATES FOR 1918 



Unconditional surrender by Germany and Austria 
is the almost unanimous demand of the people of 
the United States in answer to Germany’s pence 
plea. That this is the general view, as expressed 
by the press of the country, can be readily seen 
from the following pointed editorials: 

If tlie American people have any “say” there 
must lie immediate transfer to the armies of the 
victorious allies of all German arms ami munitions 
of war. Unconditional surrender must Is- followed 
by the punishment demanded by justice. — New York 
Herald. 

Let Germany recall its submarine fleet and sur- 
render it. I jet it surrender its’ high seas fleet as 
well. Let it permit the allies to occupy Helgoland 
and Kiel. Evacuate and surrender Metz and the 
whole string of forts along the Rhine. — Bostou Post. 

We do not pretend to deny that Germany’s answer 
to President Wilson’s queries makes an early peace 
possible. . • • But if there is any sanctity in 

the world -wide demand for a peace of justice and 
permanency, if there is any need for the final 
overthrow of autocracy and the destruction of its 
military power, then civilization was never nearer 
to tlie abyss of disaster than it is at this hour.— 
Philadelphia North American. 

There is no certainty that Berlin is not more 
immediately eager for an armistice than it is for 
peace terms. ! . . But tlie chancellor is making 

a plain bid for an armistice pending evacuation. 
Such a concession is not to be thought of in deal- 
ing with so disreputable and perfidious an enemy as 
Germany. — Detroit Free Press. 

The enemy is unbeaten. No peace conference 
will be held while Germany holds a sword in its 
hand. — Washington Post. 

That the man in the White House and his col- 
leagues of the allied governments will permit the 
Hun to retire to his bloody lair still a belligerent 
is unthinkable. . . . The arms of Germany and 
Austria must be stacked on the battle line. 

. . . Wait for him (the president) before you 

talk or even think peace. — Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal. 

We have repeatedly warned ourselves to be eter- 
nally on guard against just such a trick as may be 
contained in the armistice and evacuation program. 
Now, if ever in the history of the world, is the 
time for caution and for wise counsel. — Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. 

Unconditional surrender. Germany’s capacity for 
another world war must be destroyed. That can be 
accomplished only by dethroning the Hohenzollerns 
and displacing kultur with democracy. — Memphis 
Commercial Appeal. 

Germany recognizes that it is whipped and is 
struggling to stave off disaster. We may expect 
that the allied decision will be insistent on guaran- 
tees of German sincerity iu admitting its own posi- 
tion. — Indianaiiolis Star. 

The only peace that will satisfy tlie people of the 
United States and their allies is tlie peace of un- 
conditional surrender. — Kansas City Times. 

Many differences may appear to upset all peace 
plans, and it would seem a miscarriage of justice to 
permit the German people to escaiie severe physical 
punishment for the awful crimes they have com - 
mitted against the other nations.— Denver Post. 

There are disquieting phases of Germany’s appa- 
rent acceptance in full of President Wilson’s peace 
program. Let there be a real guaranty, unless the 
president knows more of the interior condition of 
Germany than he has made known to the public. — 
Portland, Ore., Oregonian. 

THE GOVERNMENT’S NEEDS 

If Germany consents to withdraw her troops from 
Belgium, France, Russia uud Rouinania, demobilize 
and await a dictated jieace she will avoid a part 
of the punishment which she so richly merits, 
namely, the devastation of her own towns and terri- 
tory. 

But to do this the kaiser and the militarists will 
will have to go, and tlie question is whether they 
and Germany are prepared for tlie extinction and 
punishment which, in any case, will be forced upon 
them. In the meantime there Is much to be done, 
and the government needs every penny which the 
people can spare and something over. Peace or no 
peace, we must remember that we have an army of 
two millions on the other side of the water to feed 
and clothe and comfort as far as possible. There 
is a great navy to maintain and vast expense of 
administration for which ordinary appropriations 
are entirely inadequate. Therefore we all have to 
use every effort and strain every nerve to make 
tlie Fourth Liberty Loan an immense and emphatic 
success. 

This will serve to show Germany that the people 
as well as the President are thoroughly in earnest 
and are resolved to bring this war to such a con- 
clusion that jiermanent peace for the world is 
secured. If the loan were a partial success it 
would encourage Germany to believe that the 
country was only half in earnest and that something 
was yet to be gained by spurious concessions to 
liberal sentiment and that a negotiated peace was 
possible. — New York Herald.

NEAR $900,000,000 MARK 

According to figures received by tlie Illinois War 
Savings Committee, receipts at Washington for the 
month of September on the sale of War Savings 
Stamps were $97,615,133.48, making a grand total 
to date of $745,169,668.13 in cash sales of War 
Savings Stamps. Tlie approximate maturity value 
of this grand total of receipts is $895,636,620. It 
is interesting to note that the sales for the week 
ending September 30, 1918, were $27,052,332.91, 

this being larger than the seven preeediug weeks. 

To and ineluding September 25. there were regis- 
tered at national headquarters, 137.264 War Savings 
societies. Based on reports reeeived from state 
directors, tlie end of the pledge campaign found 
30.757.394 pledged war savers iu this country, and 
tlie number of War Savings Stamp owners materially 
exceeds this estimate of pledged war savers, indi- 
eating that approximately thirty per cent or over 
of the population of the country, basing the esti- 
mate on a population of 1 10.000,000, are owners 
of War Savings Stamps. 

To and ineluding September 25, the number of 
authorized agencies for the sale of War Savings 
Stamps (postoffiees excluded) totaled 231,001. 
Adding to this the (approximately) 55.000 post- 
offices, we can claim that War Savings securities 
are on sale at 2S6.091 authorized agencies in the 
United States. 



A large section of northeastern Minnesota— three 
days ago a busy and prosperous business and farming 
country — yesterday was a smoldering ruin, with 
hundreds of bodies of men, women and children, 
many of them burned beyond recognition, strewn 
about the countryside, as the result of tlie dis- 
astrous forest fires which swept that territory 
Saturday and Sunday. Latest estimates place the 
death list at close to 1.000. although no official 
figures wen* available at ail early hour. Hundreds 
of persons are more or less seriously burned, thou- 
sands are destitute and homeless and tlie property 
loss will run into many millions of dollars. At least 
a dozen towns and cities wen* destroyed. The worst 
blazes were at Moose Lake, Kettle River and Cloquet. 
In Moose Lake and immediate vicinity it is esti- 
mated mow than 300 persons perished in tlie flames. 
Although countless small fires were burning 
throughout the district yesterday ami the more 
serious blazes had died down considerably during 
tlie night, a revival of the seventy-mile-an-lionr 
gale of Sntunluy would bring further horrors aud 
add greatly to the tragedy. 

Secretary Raker returned from France Sunday 
with the message that the Liberty Loan “must go 
over the top.” whatever the result of peace pro- 
posals. This was the only comment the secretary 
would make on the peace overtures. His own ex- 
planation of his trip shows that it was taken to 
pave the way for war on a greater scale. “If 
every American could have seen our boys in khaki 
as they stormed the German trenches, assailed with 
shrapnel, high explosives and machine guns, lie 
would be eager to subscribe his all to the Liberty 
Loan, the snecess of which, after all. is the measure 
of our support of tlie cause for which these boys 
are giving their lives. My trip abroad was princi- 
pally for the purpose of arranging further co-opera- 
tion in the matter of shipping for troops and sup- 
plies. It was entirely successful and a complete 
understanding was readied which assured the Ameri- 
can army adequate cargo tonnage for its support.” 

A dispatch of yesterday from the allies’ head- 
quarters in France says British. Belgian and French 
forces attacked at dawn this morning on a wide 
front in Flanders. The allied troops are driving in 
the general direction of Ghent and Court rai. Tlie 
attack seems to be generally from Comines to the 
northward. The troops of the three nations went 
over the top after a “crash” bombardment only. 
There was no preliminary bombardment. It un- 
doubtedly tactically surprised the enemy. The blow 
may prove to be Marshal Foch’s master stroke. If 
the allies’ progress is continued the Germans 
throughout a wide stretch of territory, taking in the 
most important part of the Belgian coast, including 
possibly tlie important German submarine bases, 
as well as tlie forces in the entire Lille salient, 
either will have to get out or face a second Sedan. 

Charles M. Schwab, who, as director-general of 
the Emergency Fleet Corporation, is the active head 
of the government’s war time ship building program, 
assumed the role of auctioneer yesterday in New 
York City in an unprecedented “sale” through 
which tlie nation obtained $52,000,000 to help finance 
the conflict against Germany. Mr. Schwab solicited 
$22,000,000 with which to build twenty-two $1,000.- 
000 vessels to carry soldiers, food and ammunition 
to France. Within twenty-two minutes this sum 
had been oversubscribed, and within about one hour 
the original amount asked for had been pledged more 
than twice over, all to he paid in fourth Liberty 
Loan bonds. The difference between the $22,000,000 
requested and the $52,000.0000 promised will be 
devoted to government needs other than ship build- 
ing. 

From Geneva a dispatch of yesterday says: Gen- 
eral Ludendorff flew into a rage anil offered 
his resignation last week, according to a report 
from Munich. Tlie general’s ire was aroused when 
he found that the first German note had resulted 
in bringing out the fact that the entente would 
demand an evacuation of occupied territory before 
the question of an armistice could even be consid- 
ered. The report does not state whether his resig- 
nation was accepted. 

Senator Lodge. Republican leader, yesterday intro- 
duced a resolution to declare it the sense of the 
Senate that no further communication be had with 
tlie German government on the subject of an armis- 
tice. and that no communication be bail with that 
government except on the question of unconditional 
surrender. The resolution went to the table, leaving 
it before the Senate for action at any time. 

Spanish influenza is raging again in all parts of 
the western world, having reached South Africa, 
where in one town 107 deaths were reported. Cape 
Town is almost isolated from the rest of the 
world. 

Tin* Spanish government has decided to put into 
immediate service sixty-two German ships lying in 
Spanish ports as the equivalent in tonnage of 
Spanish ships torpedoed.
